Every once in a while we meet a person that no 
matter how much or how little time we spend with them, 
they have an impact on our lives that we may never fully 
come to understand. Judy Wallace, the former Matta- 
poisett Library Director, was such a person.

seemed like a normal day in her life. She was from all 
accounts a pied piper for reading, for music, for justice 
and for living everyday to its fullest. Her son Ian Kahn 
welcomed the overflow crowd into the conference room 
of the new library by telling those in attendance, "This 
service was her wish and we honor her today'' adding 
later, "\ know she is loving the notion of us all being here 
together with no televisions and no football," as a round 
of laughter broke out across the room.

I had only 
learned of her illness a few months earlier, even though 
we had spoken briefly on a number of occasions since we 
first met. "Please, please let me know if there is anything 
I can do for you and take all of the time you need," she 
said. "I want to make sure you get all of the photographs 
you need for the paper." 

I felt guilty at first. I felt as though I should have 
asked her if I could get her anything. Maybe she sensed 
something or maybe she was just being herself as she 
said, "Listen, you know about my tumor, right? So, if I 
start to repeat myself or I start to ramble, feel free to tell

me to stop otherwise Fll just go on all day/' She laughed 
and smiled as she said this, trying to make me comfort- 
able before bounding onto her next thought: "Oh, I know 
where we should start.

Major or Minor? 

Board Deliberates Over Dunkin' Donuts 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

Members of the Marion Planning Board this 
week haggled over whether the newly-revised plan for 
a Dunkin' Donuts retail franchise at 450 Wareham Street 
(Route 6) constitutes a major or minor change from their 
previously-filed site plan. 

During their previous meeting the Planning 
Board met with representatives of the Sardinha Family 
Trust, along with their attorneys, Leo Scarry and Mark 
Colton, to consider a revised plan that was endorsed by 
the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) as part of a settlement 
agreement in the owners' lawsuit appeal. 

"I talked to Town Counsel Jon Witten today, and 
he said they're pretty much done with the agreement and 
they hope to have it this week,'' Planning Board co-chair- 
man Peter Winters said. "We don't have a set agreement 
for judgement, but we're pretty close." 

During his presentation to the Planning Board at 
their last meeting. Attorney Scarry suggested this revised 
plan was only a "minor" change to their previous submit- 
tal and, in the interest of moving things forward expedi- 
tiously, he asked that the Planning Board spare them from 
going through another site plan review. He even refer- 
enced the judgement they had against the ZBA's denial 
and suggested they had other alternatives should the 
Planning Board wish to further delay the process. 

But some Planning Board members felt Mr. 
Scarry's implied threat of a lawsuit shouldn't be reason 
for them to circumvent their normal review procedures. 

"They keep saying they don't want to give up 
their rights," said Planning Board member Tom Magau- 
ran. "It seems to me we have a normal process to follow. 
What rights are they referring to? What rights are they

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giving up by going through (another) site plan review?" 

"If there's an agreement for judgement, they can 
still go through a site plan review/' Mr. Winters said. 
"The problem here is there are two separate boards — 
there's no real lawsuit against us. We're not a part of the 
lawsuit (with the ZBA). If anything doesn't go to their 
liking, they can pull out. But if you open this plan up to a 
site plan review, it could trigger an abutter appeal. That's 
what I think they're trying to avoid." 

Noting that this new plan includes different 
modes for ingress and egress, the removal of a proposed 
bank building, and an overall change in parking and 
landscaping, Mr. Magauran said it needed to go through 
another review.

"I think everyone articulated at the last meeting 
that this change is substantial/' Mr. Magauran said. ''I 
think we can assume that what they're trying to avoid is 
going through a long process. But the process is going to 
take however long it takes." 

"I think it's irrelevant/' board member Patricia 
McArdle agreed. "We have a process we need to follow ... 
under a site plan review." 

"There's no doubt it's a better site plan than the 
previous one/' Mr. Winters said. "The question is, is it a 
major change from the original proposal?" 

Planning Board Chairman Joseph Napoli said in 
his mind the removal of an entire building would suggest 
a major change in the site plan. 

"Their parking lot doesn't even comply with the 
current zoning by-laws/' Mr. Magauran added. "There's a 
lot of little things that need to be addressed." 

Planning Board member Jay Ryder said the board 
has a responsibility to the town to fully review the project 
and they shouldn't be swayed by how long it takes. 

"It doesn't matter if it takes two months or four 
months/' he said. "I think we'd be remiss if we didn't 
consider this a major change and I think we need to have 
professionals address every aspect of this plan." 

Mr. Winters said he'd like to see the final settle- 
ment agreement to know exactly what parts of this new 
site plan need to be preserved before proceeding. 

"The other thing is, even if they do win their law-

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suit, they're not going to build the other building at this 
point/' he said. "Banks now are consolidating, they're not 
expanding." 

Mr. Magauran also felt traffic and safety issues 
should be reviewed under the new site plan — and Mr. 
Scarry said his clients wouldn't agree to another traffic 
study. 

"I'd like to know from the Wareham Police what 
type accidents have occurred at the Dunkin' Donuts on 
Route 6 there," Mr. Magauran said. "Those are legitimate 
safety questions and I'd like to have a means to answer 
them." 

But Mr. Ryder said the applicants have already 
won their appeal granting them a drive-through window

at the establishment. 

"It does matter/' Mr. Magauran said. "We have 
a responsibility under the site plan to address the safety 
issues." 

"We need to settle the question amongst our- 
selves if this is a minor or major change in the site plan," 
Chairman Nap oil said. 

"I think the removal of a building is major," Ms. 
McArdle agreed. "And under a minor site plan, it also 
states that a change in square footage between 500 and 
2,000 square feet is considered minor. Anything over 
2,000 square feet — such as this — is major. I don't think 
we have any discretion there." 

"It seems like there's some very big changes here, 
but are we able to waive certain requirements having 
been through them many times before ... so we don't have 
to go through the whole thing again?" board member 
Steve Gonsalves asked. 

Looking toward taking a formal vote on the mat- 
ter at the next meeting on December 15, Mr. Magauran ex- 
pressed concern over Chairman Napoli not being present 
at that meeting to vote. He felt the entire Planning Board 
should be present and suggested they hold off taking a 
vote on the matter until Chairman Napoli is present. 

But the other board members felt this wasn't 
necessary and it would be up to the applicant to decide 
whether or not they wanted Mr. Napoli and the entire 
board present for the vote. 

"We don't even have an application filed," Mr. 
Magauran said. "This is a board decision, the applicant 
doesn't have any say." 

Co-Chairman Peter Winters said it would set a 
bad precedent to require a full board to take a vote and all 
they need is a simple majority of the quorum present.

"It's heartwarming/' Mr. Kelleher said. "Fm glad 
the first phase is open and people are using it. A lot of 
people have come up to me — even people who were 
against it — and said 'hey, Fve been on it and it's great.'" 

Having cleared the first hurdle, Mr. Kelleher said 
they're now moving on to Phase IB, which will con- 
nect with the first phase from Mattapoisett Neck Road 
to Depot Street. They already have a $50,000 grant in 
hand from both state and federal sources to do a series 
of test borings to ensure the bridges can be built over 
the YMCA's Camp Massasoit property. With a pending 
Order of Conditions before the Conservation Commission 
(ConCom), Mr. Kelleher said he expects VHB Associates 
to do the test borings in the early spring of 2009. 

The total $1.9 million cost for Phase IB will be 
provided through a transportation grant — 80 percent 
federal and 20 percent state — earmarked for release in 
2011. 

"Then we'll proceed with design," Mr. Kelleher 
said. "The funding is in place, so the earliest construction 
could start would be October 2010. So sometime between 
October 2010 and October 2011, construction should take 
place." 

Phase IB is probably the most intricate portion 
of the Mattapoisett Bike Path, running from Mattapoisett 
Neck Road across the Mattapoisett River, where it will 
include a new and wider bridge over the Mattapoisett

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River. From there, it will proceed towards the YMCA 
property, across a new 500-foot boardwalk from the Res- 
ervation Golf Course to the YMCA. 

'That boardwalk will go from the river right- 
of-way to Pioneer Island, which is a little island, a little 
uplands, basically,'' Mr. Kelleher said. "It will proceed 
along the property line of the two entities — the Reserva- 
tion Golf Course and YMCA — then it will go down the 
west side of Reservation Road. Once it gets back to the 
railroad right-of-way it will go along that to the beach at 
Depot Street." 

Looking beyond the completion of Phase IB in 
2011, there are still two more phases planned for Mat- 
tapoisett's portion of the bike path, ultimately connecting 
Fairhaven to Marion. Phase 2 includes a segment from 
Depot Street to the Park 'n' Ride on North Street. Then, 
Phase 3 will connect the Park 'n' Ride to the Marion town 
line, through Mattapoisett's Industrial Park. 

"Marion has done the land taking, so I'm sure 
they have put together a request to the state for funds," 
Mr. Kelleher said. "They're probably also in the process of

Pan-Mass Challenge

The contribution represents 100 percent of every 
rider-raised dollar, a charity pass through rate nearly 
unparalleled within the $1.64 billion athletic fund-raising 
event industry. Since its 1980 inception, the PMC has 
raised nearly $240 million for the Jimmy Fund. 

"That the PMC exceeded its fund-raising goal in 
this very troubled economy is a tribute to PMCers' com- 
mitment to raising money for cancer research and care,'' 
said Billy Starr, PMC founder and executive director. 'It 
also shows that the importance of public and corporate 
funding for cancer research is widely understood.'' 

In 2008, the PMC attracted 5,232 cycling fund- 
raisers, about 300 more than last year.

will be used for the water mains, $3 million for the police 
station, with the remaining for the fire truck and other 
pending projects. 

"Why does it include the fire truck?'' Selectman 
Blanchette asked. 

Mr. Dawson noted this would cover the fire truck 
that burned in anticipation their insurance reimbursement 
payment. 

Selectman Blanchette asked why they weren't 
looking for long-term borrowing options given the cur- 
rent economic climate and low interest rates.

Chairman Henry said Judith Rosbe of the Sippi- 
can Historical Society contacted him about their interest 
in rebuilding the bandstand outside of the Marion Town 
House. 

"They want to make it like it used to be," Chair- 
man Henry said. "It used to be more like a gazebo but it 
was washed away in the Hurricane of '38." 

The board was very supportive of this idea. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the eve- 
ning at 6:40 pm in preparation for their Annual Christmas 
Party to be held later that evening .Their next regular 
Selectmen's meeting will be held on Tuesday, December 
16 at 7:00 pm in the Marion Town House.

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Slumdog Millionaire, Starring Dev Patel and Freida Pinto. Directed 
by Danny Boyle. Running time: 120 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

As I write this, Mumbai is in the news for much less happy reasons 
than birthing a "slumdog" who gets a chance to win lots of rubees on a 
game show. In Danny Boyle's Slumdog Millionaire, set mainly in Mumbai, 
the lead character spends some of his boyhood as an impromptu tour guide, 
and the shots of the majestic Taj Mahal provoke an unintended chill. The 
time may be ripe for a movie that instructs Westerners about the teeming 
streets and culture of Mumbai, but unfortunately Slumdog Millionaire isn't 
that movie. For all its surface devotion to the grit and desperation of being 
poor in India, it hits too many Hollywood beats and often comes off as 
patronizing: See, the only way these people can rise from the rubble is to 
compete on a knock-off of a British game show. 

The movie that's being hyped everywhere as a "feel-good" film (and 
a strong contender for a Best Picture Oscar) opens with its young protago- 
nist, Jamal (Dev Patel), being tortured by police. Feeling good yet? Jamal is 
being interrogated because he's been cranking out the answers on India's 
version of Who Wants to Be a Millionaire?, and the smarmy host thinks he's 
cheating. So, as a videotape of the game thus far plays at the police station, 
Jamal is asked how he could possibly have known this or that answer; we 
then flash back to his hardscrabble childhood, his exploits with brother 
Salim and innocent, angelic beauty Latika. It's a facile structure, but it 
could prepare us for a fable that shows us how an uneducated kid takes 
street knowledge to the next level. 

Disappointingly, though, Slumdog Millionaire becomes the kind of 
film in which the brothers are taken in by a Fagin-like villain, who blinds 
boys (to turn them into more heart-tugging beggars) and raises girls to be 
whores — he doesn't have a mustache, or he'd twirl it. Later, when Jamal 
and Salim rescue Latika moments before she's due to lose her virginity to 
a customer, the villain actually delivers this line: "Did you think you could 
just walk in here and take my prize?" And I thought. My God, I haven't 



heard that one in years — although the plot thread reminded me of last 
year's feel-good movie about swarthy squalor. The Kite Runner, in which 
the hero delves back into Afghanistan to save a boy from sexual slavery. 
The Kite Runner said that the best Afghanis were the most American at 
heart; Slumdog Millionaire says much the same about Indians. It's a mercy 
Satyajit Ray ciidn't live to see it. 

Bizarrely, the most compelling stuff unfolds in the game-show studio, 
because it has that built-in tension that has made all incarnations of Who 
Wants to Be a Millionaire? ratings hits; the rest of it plays like cliche-ridden 
exposition (ah, Jamal knows that Ben Franklin is on the hundred-dollar bill 
because...). So the implication is that we shallow moviegoers wouldn't be 
interested in Jamal's story without the hook of his trying for the 20-million- 
rupee jackpot. As for the allegedly transcendent love story, Latika is touched 
by Jamal's kindness, and she's apparently the only female he's ever met 
(aside from his dear dead mother, killed during a Hindi-Muslim conflagra- 
tion); I can see no other reason for the attraction. Jamal is forever rescuing 
her from one gangster or another; Freida Pinto, the model who plays the 
adult Latika, is lovely, but she has nothing to work with. Meanwhile, 
Danny Boyle's hyperactive camera and rude-boy style strain to manipulate 
us into the emotions the script doesn't honestly earn. I mourn the dead of 
Mumbai, but Slumdog Millionaire turns the great city of 19 million into a 
steamy backdrop, and a barrier of beggars and gangsters coming between 
two ciphers. Mumbai deserves better, in life and in film.
